merely meet the day-to-day cost of 
his necessities and enjoy someUhntc 
of life in addition. 


"To my mind one of the signifi- 


since the war is this frame of mind 
of the worker. In his view living 
has become something above meet- j 
ing the bare necessities of Uife. In 
his thoughts the merely living 
wage, in its original meaning, is 
something obsolete. He will never 
willitiKly go baek to it. To this 
fact we may as well reconcile our- 
selves and adjust our economic ihfe 
to it. 


"We may expect it as a certain- 


ty that the American workman 
will come back with a wage pei- 
mttfing him not simply to exist,bnt 
to get something out of existence; 
and let me say here and now that 
this fc to be regarded as a reason- 
able and welcome thing. 


"I am convinced that this wider 


conception of what truly consti- 
tutes a living wage, is entertained 
not alone by the workman himself, 


but the American people as 
whole have willinglgy conceded it 
to him. A few reactionary minds 
may still cling to the literal inter- 
pretation of a living wage as one

He will never 
willitiKly go baek to it. To this 
fact we may as well reconcile our- 
selves and adjust our economic ihfe 
to it.
